It  Looks  Like  Progress 


THE  Geneva  conference  of  top  men 
amons;  four  lending  powers  ended 
yesterday  on  schedule.  A judicious  esti- 
mate of  the  result  would  warrant  the  use 
of  the  word  “procress,"  with  the  caution 
that  there  are  sizable  problems  to  lx1 
worked  out.  But  in  esrtnnce.  spokesmen 
foi  eastern  and  western  Europe  have 
agreed  on  some  main  principles;  and  left 
it  to  their  foreign  ministers  to  see  in 
October  in  what  fashion  that  concurrence 
can  be  made  effective. 

„ Setting  aside  the  ballyhoo  which  seems 
Inescapable  to  any  diplomatic  meotinc 
these  days,  there  are  reasonable  grounds 
for  believing  that  all  parties  to  the  con- 
ference are  intent  on  easing  Hie  tensions 
of  the  cold  war.  As  the  two  most  heavily 
armed  nations,  the  t’nited  States  and 
Russia  made  statements  of  future  inten- 
tions which  if  implemented  would  have 
encouraging  consequences.  On  the  part 
of  all  four  nations  heard  from  there  was 
a drawing  aside  from  the  precipitate 
course  which  an  all  around  rearmament 
policy  on  a world  plane  would  involve. 


Some  honest  fear  of  nuclear  w eapons  was 
evidenced.  The  appeal  to  better  mutual 
understanding  was  many-tongued  and 
apparently  sincere. 

The  host  of  medium  and  small  nations 
of  the  earth  which  are  Aeither  powers  nor 
prime  movers  in  today’s  international 
relations,  studying  these  events  from  afar 
have  some  right  to  feel  that  there  has 
been  a substantial  change  of  direction  at 
the  “summit.”  If  in  October  the  foreign 
ministers  concerned  can  agree  on  German 
reunification,  European  security,  disarma- 
ment and  improved  international  contacls, 
a lone  stride  forward  will  have  been  taken. 

While  it  is  earlv  yet  to  cheer  for  a 
result  which  requires  visual  proof  by 
actual  imnlementing.  the  Geneva  parley 
has  furnished  a hopeful  sign  of  returning 
world  sanity  on  a broader  and  more 
attainable  plane  than  many  explored  in 
the  10  vears  of  the  post-war  decade.  The 
revealed  desire  to  lessen  international 
tensions  has  been  a realistic  first  step. 
May  there  be  many  more  in  the  same 
sensible  direction.

Are  They  Expendable? 


THERE  wax  an  adage  for  long  gjyen 
too  much  credence  in  civilian  circles 
that  a man  was  too  old  at  40;  the  armed 
forces  seem  to  favor  a limit  around  the 
equal  I v dubious  figure  of  50.  Either 
Canada  must  he  overflowing  with  officers 
of  top-level  quality,  which  might  make  it 
the  envy  of  most  other  nations,  or  else  a 
mistaken  policy  is  in  vogue  at  defence 
headquarters.  Certainly  the  recent  retire- 
ment of  several  high-ranking  officers  at 
an  age  when  thev  should  Ire  a I a peak 
pitch  of  capacity  is  scarcely  to  be  recon- 
ciled on  the  routine  grounds  of  making 
way  for  younger  men. 

On  top  of  the  displacement  of  Lt.-Gen. 
Guy  Simonds  came  word  last  week  that 
two  high  ranking  RCAF  officers,  an  air 
vice-marshal  and  an  air  commodore,  were 
also  donning  civilian  clothes.  Tire  general 
Is  52  years  old  and  the  airmen  52  and  51 
respectively,  too  young  surely  to  i>e 
shouted  to  the  sidelines.  (Field  Marshal 
Montgomery,  it  is  worth  noting,  was 
touching  55  when  he  fought  the  Brittle 


of  El  Alamein;  how  fortunate  no  too-old-' 
at -50  rule  applied  in  his  case.)  General 
Simonds,  by  the  way.  told  all  ranks  of 
the  1st  Division  at  an  inspection  last 
week  that  his  coming  retirement  was  good 
for  the  promotion  of  others,  such  an 
unusual  course  of  action  for  a chief  of 
staff  as  to  suggest  he  was  at  pains  to 
offset  a contrary  impression. 

All  other  things  apart,  however,  one 
wonders  if  the  country  can  afford  to  dis- 
pense with  the  services  of  top-level 
military  men  at  an  age  when  they  should 
be  most  valuable.  Men  of  the  highest 
quality  are  never  common  in  any  realm, 
civilian  or  military.  In  the  case  of 
General  Simonds  for  example,  the  better 
known  of  the  three  under  discussion,  he 
could  take  a maior  field  command  tomor- 
row' and  fill  it  to  perfection.  One  may 
have  confidence  in  the  men  coming  up  in 
all  three  branches  of  the  armed  forces  hut 
doubt  the  wisdom  of  needlessly  robbing 
the  country  of  distinguished  officers  of 
proved  experience  and  worth. 


Britain  Regains  Water  Record 


THE  distinction  of  returning  to  Great 
Britain  the  speed  record  for  power 
boats  was  daringly,  and  fittingly,  won 
yesterday  by  the  son  of  the  late  Sir  Mal- 
colm ("ampin'll,  himself  an  outstanding 
speed  rhampion.  Donald  Campbell  drove 
bis  jet -powered  speedboat  at  an  average 
of  202.32  miles  per  hour  during  two 
thrilling  runs  on  Ijike  I’llswater,  thus 
recapturing  the  world's  record  for  water 
craft.  While  the  full  details  of  the  great 
feat  were  not  immediately  available,  the 
test  was  an  official  one  and  will  undoubt- 
edly stand.  It  is  symbolical  of  the  times 
that  every  strain  and  stress  on  Campbell  s 
boat  was  automatically  measured  on  shore 
hv  electronic  and  other  devices. 


It  was  the  man  at  the  controls,  how- 
ever, who  guided  this  high-powered, 
project ile-shaped  craft  to  a faster  pace 
than  human  beings  have  travelled  on 
water  before  and  lived  to  tell  of  it.  The 
I’llswater  record  recalls  the  death  of  John 
Cobb  and  Verga  Marias,  two  men  who 
also  pushed  through  the  200  miles  per 
hour  mark,  hut  with  fatal  results  to 
themselves.  If  the  performance  of  Donald 
Campbell’s  boat  checks  officially  with 
what  it  is  believed  to  have  been,  there 
will  be  no  question  about  that  being  a 
world’s  speedboat  record.  Both  for  the 
sheer  pluck  it  required  and  also  for  I he 
designing  of  the  speedboat,  the  Ullswater 
run  is  a fine  achievement.

Columbia  once  Introduced  “Andy"  Rnbii- 
lar.1  of  Sooke  to  Prime  Minister  Louis  St. 
Laurent  as  the  man  who  smokes  the  best 
salmon  In  Canada. 

Mr.  St.  Laurent  said  he  was  pleased  to 
make  the  acquaintance  of  such  a fine  citizen. 
Rut  he  tactfully  added  that  Andy  must  be 
highly  skilled  indeed  to  surpass  some  of  the 
exports  from  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

Shortly  afterwards,  Andy  Robillard  sent 
some  of  his  home-smoked  salmon  to  the 
Prime  Minister  and  received  a letter  from  Mr. 
St.  Laurent,  who  had  heard  that  the  fish  was 
on  its  way,  and  looked  forward  to  enjoying  it. 

Mr.  St.  Laurent  did  not  write  again  to 
compare  the  Robillard-stvle  fish  with  the 
product  of  the  Quebec  smokehouses.  Perhaps 
such  a comparison  would  have  been  danger- 
ous. So^Andy  doesn't  know  exactly  how  he 
stands  on  the  all-Canada  smoked  salmon 
ladder. 

GAINED  SECRET 

However,  there  are  many  people  willing 
to  back  Andy's  mild-cured  Pacific  salmon 
against  nil  contenders. 

Andy  RobtUard,  a cheerful  Frenchman 
who  came  to  Canada  with  his  mother,  father 
ar.d  brother  when  he  was  a youth,  has  long 
been  interested  in  catching  fish  and  prepar- 
ing them  for  the  table. 

He  talked  an  old  Nova  Scotian  called 
A.  E.  Dunlop  into  instructing  him  in  the 
art  only  a few  days  before  Mr.  Dunlop's 
death.  The  old-timer  had  always  refused,  but 
this  time  he  took  Mr.  Andy  to  the  smoke 
box  and  showed  him  how  to  rub  a salmon 
with  Just  the  right  quantity  of  salt,  and  steep 
it  for  just  the  right  length  of  time  in  the 
fragrant  smoke  of  green  alder  wood.. 

Now  Andy  Rob!  11a rd  is  equally  stubborn 
about  giving  away  his  method.  “Jt’s  quite 
simple,"  he  says  with  a sly  grin,  but  when- 
ever anyone  asks  him  to  demonstrate,  he 


name  is  Andre  Jule-  Arthur  Rohillani.  was 
bom  in  Goulet.  Normandy.  62  years  ago.  He 
came  to  Canada  with  his  family  as  an  immi- 
grant when  he  was  14  years  old.  in  the  liner 
Pomeranian.  It  was  a crowded,  uncomfort- 
able passage. 

“The  ship  carried  people  on  the  way  over 
and  cows  on  the  way  back,"  Andy  Robillard 
says.  “The  cows  probably  felt  more  At  home.” 

His  father  was  a gardener.  They  lived 
for  18  months  in  Red  Deer.  Alberta,  and  for 
two  years  In  Edmonton,  then  moved  to  the 
coast. 

Andy  couldn't  speak  a word  of  English 
when  he  arrived  in  Canada.  Working  for 
Revilion  brothers,  the  big  trading  rompany, 
and  running  an  elevator,  he  soon  picked  up 
the  language.  Now  his  French  is  getting 
rusty.  When  he  talks  French,  he  has  to 
grope  for  some  of  the  words.  But  he  still 
has  a French  accent. 

TOOK  OVER  HOTEL 

Andy  worked  as  a baggage  porter  at  the 
Empress  Hotel  for  five  years,  and  as  a 
steward  on  CPR  boats  for  a time.  Mean- 
while, father  and  brother  Raoul  took  a con- 
tract to  re-line  Butchart's  Gardens.  Andy 
helped  a little  with  that  job.  The  family  ran 
a produce  store  and  con  feet  ionery  in  the  1100 
block.  Douglas  Street,  for  a while,  then  in 
1925  took  over  the  old  Belvedere  Hotel  on  the 
hill  above  the  Sooke  River. 

The  1929  depression  hit  them  hard,  and 
they  were  just  beginning  to  recover  when 
the  hotel  burned  to  the  ground  in  1935.  I 

Andy  had  run  a greenhouse  in  connection 
with  the  hotel,  and  after  he  ceased  to  be  a 
landlord  he  raised  flowers  and  vegetables 
for  the  market,  gaining  a good  reputation  for 
the  excellence  of  his  tomatoes.

They 
are  fished  on  wire  lines  down  deep, 
much  as  spring  salmon  are  fished 
here  in  Saanich  Inlet 

Although  not  classed  highly  as  a 
sport  fish  in  this  province,  the  lake 
char  provides  excellent  food.  The 
meat  is  orange  in  color,  rich, 
palatable  and  smokes  up  very  well. 
In  Eastern  Canada  this  species 
provides  a valuable  commercial 
fishery,  and  “Great  Lake*  trout'*

Sooke  black- 
smith. originated  the  salmon  barbecue  at 
All-Sookc  Day  before  he  was  killed  In  a rail- 
highway accident.  Andy  Robillard  worked 
with  him. 

There's  nothing  complicated  about  the 
salmon  barbecue.  The  man  in  charge  digs  a 
long,  shallow  trench,  about  six  inches  deep, 
and  starts  a fire  in  it  with  dry' wood,  early 
in  the  day.  When  the  fire  is  roaring  hot.  the 
chef  feeds  it  green  alder  branches  and  lets 
them  subside  into  a mass  of  glowing  coals. 

When  the  fire  is  Just  right,  rows  of  whole 
salmon,  split  in  half,  are  placed  in  the  rack 
and  allowed  to  absorb  the  heat  and  the  smoke.

\ RI>ENT  anglers  every  >ear,  in  ail  corners  of 
North  America  and  beyond,  gather  together 
their  tackle  and  head  for  Cumptell  River,  well  up  the 
east  coast  of  Vancouver  Island. 

By  plane,  train,  l»oat  and  car  they  come — and  M>n»e 
idea  of  their  success  may  be  seen  in  the  accom|M&n>  ing 
pictures,  or  by  questioning  any  of  your  friends  who 
have  tried  the  fishing  at  Campbell  River. 

Wafers  of  the  district  gained 
early  tame  for  this  food  winning 
sport.  When  Captain  George 
Vancouver's  squadron  was 
based  in  the  adjacent  Georgia 
Gulf  waters  for  survey  pur- 
poses. in  1792,  the  ships'  logs 
noted  ‘an  abundance  of  fish" 
for  the  catching. 

With  the  passing  years  this 
factual  legend  has  grown. 

AFTER  BIG  ONES 

Salmon,  of  course,  are  the 
primary  "objective  of  the  invad- 
ing fishermen  and.  human 
nature  heing  what  It  is.  every 
angler  has  his  sights  *et  on 
catching  the  biggest  fish  of  the 
year. 

That,  of  course,  means  Tyee. 
and  the  word  brings  us  to  a 
alight  digression  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  have  just  come  in. 

Pacific  Coast  salmon  are  di- 
vided into  five  varieties:  in 
ascending  order  of  interest, 

Humpback  or  Pink;  Dog  salmon 
or  Chum;  Sockeye;  Coho,  also 
called  Silver:  and  Spring.  I For 
complete  information  on  all 
these,  see  the  fine  articles  in 
The  Islander  by  C.  J.  Guiguet, 
illustrated  by  Frank  Beebe 

Only  the  last  two  are  class! 
fied  as  game  fish,  since  the 
others  almost  never  rise  to  bait 
FINE  SPORT 

Pound  for  pound,  the  Coho,  is 
the  equal  of  the  Spring  as  a 
game  fish,  and  provides  won- 
derful sport  f«  .r  fishermen 
during  Its  October  November 
spawning  run. 

However,  the  combination  of 
human  nature  mentioned 
above,  and  the  fact  that  the 
bigger  Spring  spawn  in  the 
more  convenient  months  of 
August  and  September,  make 
this  fish  most  popular. 

Spring  salmon  arr  also 
known  as  Type.  King.  Chinook, 

Columbia  River  or  Quiunat. 

Since  Tyee  is  an  Indian  word 
equivalent  to  Chief  King  or 
Champion,  this  term  is  reserved 
for  the  very  higge*-r  of  the 
Springs  and  has  given  the 
name  Tyee  Club  to  one  of  North 
America  s most  famous  fishing 
organizations. 

At  the  beginning  of  ihe  cur- 
rent season,  the  record  Tyee. 
caught  In  l‘*17  by  K.i>  Slocum 


of  Oakland,  Cahf.,  weighed  70‘i 
pounds 

Rigid  regulations  govern 
membership  of  the  Tyee  Club. 
For  instance,  fishing  from  a 
power  driven  boat  is  strictly 
forbidden.  Oars  are  the  thing. 

WIDE  VARIETY 

However,  ail  this  may  not  be 
what  ymj're  looking  fur  on  vour 
holidays.  Don’t  worry.  If  you 
want  to  fish  you  can.  in  almost 
any  manner  you  prefer.  Be- 
sides the  big  fellows  we've  been 
talking  about  there  are  those 
later,  smaller  but  game  Coho; 
theie  are  the  sporty  Steelhead 
earlier  In  the  year,  and  theie 
are  the  excellent  trout  of  lake 
and  river. 

Just  remember  that  a licence 
Ls  required  for  fresh  water  fish- 
ing. 

A good  many  people  take  (iff 
for  their  holidays  without  a 
thought  for  fishing,  ami  Camp- 
bell River  has  much  to  offer 
them  as  well. 

The  townsite  itself  has  a fine 
beach  which  needs  clearing  to 
compare  with  some  of  those 
farther  south  on  the  Island  hut 
there  are  other  places,  easily 
reached,  where  the  family  can 
bask  on  the  sand  and  enjoy  cool 
saltwater  bathing. 

REACT)'  SPOT 

Scenically.  too.  the  district  is 
wealthy  ar.d  first  on  the  list 
in  this  department,  of  course, 
is  Elk  Falls,  an  Impressive 
beauty  spur.  Within  easy  walk- 
ing distance  of  the  falls  but  out 
of  reach  of  the  cascading  spray, 
the  forestry  department  has  set 
up  one  of  its  excellent  camp- 
sites. 

Elk  Falls  is  the  turbulent  out- 
let to  the  sea  f..r  I'pper  and 
Lower  Campbell  Lakes.  Above 
the  falls  has  been  built  the  John 
Hart  dam  and  the  power  proj- 
ect below,  generating  IKH.hOO 
horsepower  and  slated  b>r  ex- 
pansion is  the  largest  such 
project  on  Vancouver  Island. 

This  power  expansion  is  at- 
tracting- the  attention  of  indus- 
try. and  already  two  major  op- 
erations are  in  full  swing  in  the 
Campbell  River  district. 

STRIP  MINTS  * 

One  is  the  Elk  Falls  pulp  and 
newsprint  mill  at  nearby  l bin- 
can  Bay.  This  plant  conducts 
touts  for  visitors  every  work- 
ing afternoon,  when  the  vaca- 
tioner and  his  family  can  enter 
the  plant  with  a log  from  the 
forests  around,  and  come  out  ar 
the  other  end  with  t hut  not 
having'  a huge  roll  of  the  paper 
used  for  newsprint. 

The  rocky  hills  about  Camp- 
bell River, have  a high  mineral 
content,  ami  recently  strip  min- 
ing of  magnetite  iron  ore  has 
become  a major  industry, 

Naturally,  commercial  fish- 
ing is  a primary  factor  in  the 
town's  life,  and  every  day  sees 
the  busy  b»*af  harbor  hum  with 
activity  as  the  day  s catch  is 
brought  ashore.

We  have  elec* 
trtc  lights,  stove  and  relrgei-v 
tor  and  running  water  which 
can  be  drunk  from  the  tap. 

The  house,  in  two  parts,  one 
used  by  our  host  and  ourselves 
and  a large  concrete  courtyard 
where  the  children  play,  the 
washing  is  dried  and  we  all 
meet  and  talk. 

Kwame  enjoys  the  company 
of  the  other  children.

Babies  here  are  carried  on 
their  mother’s  backs,  leaving 
the  hands  free  for  work. 
Kwame  enjoy*  being  carried  in 
this  way  as  it  enables  him  to 
see  more  and  to  rest  his  legs 
and  ll  does  seem  to  give  the 
children  a sense  of  security. 

Not  all  people  are  as  lucky 
as  we  are  and  of  course  there 
are  families  here  as  In  every 
country  who.  in  their  anxiety 
for  their  childrens  happiness, 
oppose  their  marriage  lo  any- 
one outside  their  awn  area. 
With  patience  and  understand- 
ing  such  prejudice  can  usually 
be  turned  to  affect|pn;  it  is  tne 
result  of  fear  of  the  unknown 
rather  than  racial  prejudice. 

Children  are  always  welcome 
and  immediately  become  part  of 
the  family.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  an  unwanted  child  in 
this  part  of  Africa.  We  our- 
selves ha vi  friends  of  many 
nationalities  here  and  thev  all 
mix  quite  happily.
